At  the  time,  he  was  busy  getting  out  sketches  for  a 
book  he  was  doing  called  "Done  In  The  Open”  and  I believe  these 
sketches  were  made  for  that  purpose,  but  whether  the  two  you  have 
were  made  from  his  larger  ones,  or  his  larger  ones  made  from  the 
smaller  ones,  I cannot  remember.  . . . 

. . . Fred  was  an  inveterate  poker  fiend  and  always  sat  in  with 
us  when-ever  there  was  funds  available,  which  was  not  often,  but  his 
sketches  were  always  accepted  at  a certain  value.  I do  not  remember 
that  he  ever  quit  a winner,  the  result  being  that  every  officer  in  the 
Troop  possessed  one  or  more  of  his  canvases,  about  twenty  of  them 
being  my  share.  . . . 

. . . my  own  Troop  figures  in  the  sketch  and  the  young  shave- 
tail Lieutenant  heading  the  Troop  is  supposed  to  be  myself.  One  of  the 
old  scouts  depicted  is  Ben  Clark,  an  old  Indian  fighter  at  that  time 
attached  to  my  outfit.
